An unknown Cantonese tele. 
phened to the Shamshulpo Charge 
Room at abcut 9,10 p.m.-on March

stated that a fight was In prccess 
In Nan Chang Strect’near Kitung 
Street. About 15 minutes after 
the receipt of the message, a 
party of EU. members urrived. 
Second accused informed him, 
sold witness, that the constables 
came across Chinese gambling at 
Nan Chang Strect, and that when 
one of them gave him a push he 
punched ‘the man on the nese. 

Replying to Mr. Silva, witness 
sald that Mok Kuen was taken 
‘out of the charge room by SI 
Wheater before uccuged were 
searched.
